The Chancellor has gone far 
meyand most City hopes in

, Responses to the corporation tax 
Green Paper in 1982Z showed a 
strong general desire to retain the 
imputation system. I accept thal. 
But other changes are needed. 

The current rates of corporation 
tax are far too high, penalizing profit 
and success, and blunting the 
curing cdge of enterprise, They are 
the uct of too many special 
reliefs, indiscriminately applied and 
of diminishing relevance to the 
conditions of today. Some of these 
reliefs reflect economic priorities or 
circumstances which have long 
vanished, and now serve only to 
distort investment decisions and 
choices about finance. Others were 
introduced to mect short-term 
pressures, notably the upward surge 


of inflation. 
With inflation down to today's 
low levels. is clearly the time to 


take a fresh look, And wkh 
unemployment as high as it is today, 
it is particularly difficult to justify a 
tax syslem which encourages low- 
yielding or even loss-making 
investment at the expense of jobs. 

My purpose 1hercfore is to phase 
out some unnecessary reliefs. in 
order to bring about. over time. a 
markediy lower rate of tax on 
company profits. 

First capital allowances. Over 
virtually the whole of the post-war 
period there have been incentives 
for investment in both plant and 
machinery and indusırial (though 
not commercial) buildings.

` One important developntent has 
been the decision to give a more 
explicit role to the narrow measures 
of money. £M3 and the ا‎ a 
aggregates give a good indication 
the growth of liquidity. But a large 
proportion of this money is in 
reality a form of savings, invested 
for the inlerest it can cam, In 
defining policy it is helpful also to 
make specific reference lo measures 
of money which relate more 
narrowly 1o balances held for 
current spending. 

It was for this reason that M1 was 
introduced as 2 targel aggregate, but 
it has not proved entirely satisfac- 
tory for that parpose. With the rapid 
growih of interest-bearing sight 
deposits. Mi has become an 
increasingly poor measure of money 
held 1o finance current spending. 
The signs are that this will continue, 

Other measures of narrow money 
have not been distorted to the same 
cextenlL. In particular. MO, which 
consists mainly of currency. is likely 
to be a betier indicator of financial 
conditions than MI. 

There is also the new ایل ا‎ 
M2, which was specifically 
to provide a comprehcnsive mea- 
sure of transactions balances. This 
may also be a useful guide but, being 
new, still needs to be interpreted 
with particular care. 


In the past two years, il has been 
possible to set a single target range 
for both broad and narrow measures 


of money. But this will not normally 
be the case; for narrow monetary 
aggregates tend in the long run 1o 
grow more slowly than broader 
measures. Thus this year's Red 
Book sets out two separate (though 
n 

e range money 
will continue 1o apply to £M3, and 
for the coming year will be set at 6- 
10 per cent, as indicated in last 
year's MTFS. 

The range for narrow 
money will apply to MO and for next 
year Will be set at 4-8 per cet. To 
avoid any possible misunderstand- 
ing. let me stress thal the use of MO 
as a larget aggregate will not mvolve 
any change in methods of monetary 


control 
The two target aggregates will 
have equal importance in the 


conduct of policy. And the 
authorities will continue to take into 
account other measures of money, 
especially M2 PSL2, which include 
building society liabilities, as well as 
wider evidence of financial con- 
ditions, including the exchange rate. 


As in the past monetary 
conditions will be kept under 
control a appropriate cormmbi- 
nation of funding and operations in 
the money market. 

So far as funding is concerned, 
the public sectors borrowing 
requirement, as 1 shall shorly 
explain. will be significantly lower 
in the coming year. In financing it, 
1he role of National Savings will 
remain important This 2 
Nauional Savings’ target of £3b is 
likely to be achieved: the for 
the coming year will again be £3b. 

Precise monelary targets for the 
later years will be decided nearer the 
time.

This is significantly above what 
was intended at the time of last 
year's Budget, and would of course 
have been higher still had it not 
been for the July measures. . 

We now need a substan- 
tial reduction in borrowing, in order 
to help bring interest rales down 
further as monelary growth slows 
down. Sterling interest rates are, of 
course, also influenced dollar 
interest rates; but 1hat it all 
ihe more important t0 curb 
domestic pressures. 

In contrast to virtually the whole 
of the post-war period, UK three- 
month and long-term rates are now 
lower than American rates. As 
as American rates remain near their 
current level, it is highly desirable 
that this advantage be mainlained. 

The higher level or asset sales we 
are planning as the privalisation 
programme gathers pace is a further 
reason for reducting the PSBR 
significantly in the coming year. 

Assel sales reduce. the 
Government's need to borrow, 
but their effect on interest rales 
may be less than the effect of 


most other reductions in 
Government spending pro- 
grammes. 

Last “sS MTFS showed an 


ilustrative PSER for 1984-35 of 
214 per cent of GDP. equivalent 
to around £$b. But I believe 
1hat it is possible, and indeed 
prudent, to aim for a somewhat 
lower figure. 1 am therefore

Ofcourse. there is inevitable risks 
and uncerainties. The size and 
continued growth of the United 
States budget deficit is a cause of 
widespread concen and kecps 
interest rales high. exacerbating the 
problems of the debtor couniries. 

And the necd to finance the US 
deficit by inflows of foreign capital 
has kept the dollar artificially high 
and led 1o a massive and growing 
trade deficit. greatly increasing the 
pressures for protectionism within 
the United Stales. : 

A second potential risk is 
disruption in the oil market, The 
United Kingdom, and indeed the 
world economy. inevitably remain 
vulnerable to any major disturb- 
ances in this market. 

But despite e risks there ا‎ a 
gfowi sense roughout e 
maustvalised world that the 
recovery this time is one which can 
be suslzined, The essential require- 
ment is the conlimued pursuit of

The increasing degree of realism and 
flexibility in the economy owes 
much to the pursuit of firm and 
consistent policies within the MTFS 
framework. 

Originally the MFTS covered 
four years. In this first Budget of a 
new Parliament it is appropriate to 
carry it forward for five years. So the 
MFTS published today in tbe 
Financial Stalement and Budget 
Repori — The Red Book - shows a 
continuing downward path for the 
monetary target ranges over the nexl 
five years, and a path for public 
borrowing consistent with that 
reduction. 

It takes full account of important 
influences such as lhe pattem of 
North Sea oil revenues. and the 
level of asset sales arising from the 
privatizalion programme. 

For the two final years of the new 
MTFS, which lie beyond the period 
coved in last years public 
expenditure survey and last month's 
White Paper, the Goverament has 
nat yet made firm plans for public 
spending. But the ‘'MTFS assump- 
tion = and at present il is n0 more 
than an assumption — is that the 
level of public spending in 1987-88 
and 988-89 will be the same in real 
terms as that currently planned for 
1986-87. 

The precise figures set out in the 
MTFS are nol of course a rigid 
framework, lacking all Hexibility. As 
in the pasL, there may nced lo be 
adjustments 1o takc account of 
changing circumstances. 

But no changes wil be made tha 
might jeopardise the consistent 
pursuil of the Government's 
objectives.

Higher profits lead to more jobs. 
The number of people in work 
increased by about 80.000 be{ween 
March and September last year. The

A BLIND EYE IN AFRICA

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٠ Television 
Fiddling 
for life 


The Budget will neither excite 
nor depress Liverpool's Nether- 
ley estate. The economy there ix 
unofficial. Now and then 
someone goes 10 gaol for 
parlicipaling in it. It depends on 
fiddling electricity meters, 
working on the side while 
collecting state benefit, and 
going “on the slummy” ~ 
removing copper and other 
salcable metals from ncarby 
derelict flats. 

BBC2's Brass Tacks exam- 
ined it last night in 4 Fair Day's 
Fiddle. Dizzy. a qualified 
plasterer out of work for eleven 
years. cxplaincd: “Our fiddles 
are done bccause they are 
necessary. Jobs are a thing of 
the pasi.” He saw a new class in 
addition to the upper. middle 
and working classes — the 
subsistence class. taking ils 
jobless benefits and then. to 
improve the lot of its children, 
its chances. 

A man told how he went on 
the slummy 1o pay for his 
seven-Ycar-old daughter's 
funeral afler an undertaker had 
told him and his wife that. by 
carrying the coffin on their laps 
in one car. they could save the 
cost of a hearse. Anonymous 
leıiers bring people to judg» 
ment. One man told of his nint- 
month prison sentence after his 
wife had been reported. She had 
worked for six years in an 
undisclosed job. He calculated 
he would be 67 before he had 
paid off lhe arrears. 

“Those who get reported", 
said a woman. “are {he ones 
whose kids are looking nice. 
Nobody ever reports a drunk.” 
Harry, a drain cngincer, re- 
cently redundant and counting 
the bills. said; “My kids will get 
the best by hook or by crook 
and. while you're on the dole. 
it's by crook." Speakers invited 
us to look to our fringe benefits 
before bcing censorious, and a 
local vicar found it hard to 
condemn his parishioners for 
stealing from derelict flats: 
“One could almost sce it as 
good siewardship of materials.” 
„ Rob Rohrer's sharply objec- 
tive programme on {his com~ 
munity. which thumbs ils nose 
atl a society which appears lo 
have turned its back. left 
judgment to viewers, making 
no prophccics as to where this 
new morality might lead or 
what residual effect it might 
have even if an economic 
improvement comes.

BBCI's Play for 
Today, invited sympathy for 
the employed. A good cast, 
including Cherie Lunghi and 
Tom Bell was required to 
participate in 85 minutes of 
nonsense.

Council Directive 64/221/EEC 
provided for ™the coordination of 


special measures concerning the 
cement and residence of foreign 
nalionals which are justified ûn 
grounds of public policy... ". 

The difficulty was to reconcile the 
Directive provisions, which by 
reason of section 2 of the European 
Communities At 1972 was part of 
the law of England. with the 
procedure for the deportation of 
aliens under the immigration Aci 
1971. 5 
The Divisional Court held thal 
the magistrates were under no 
obligation lo give any reasons. They 
relicd on the jul ent of ihe Court 
of Justice of the European 
Communities in RF r Hom 
Secretary, Ex parc Santiilo ([1980] 
3 CMLF 308). 1 
Aricle 6é of the Directive 
provided that 1e person concerned 
shouki bc informed by the 
admınıstraüive authority of the 
graunds of public policy upon which 
the decısion to expel was based. 

In Ex parte Şantıllo it was stated 
tal p331K*The person concerned 
should be in a posıuon to ıake 
cognizance of the reasons which led 
the competent authomly lo give its 
opinion.” I1 was Impossible to say 
thai a person was in a position O 
take cognizance of reasons unless he 
was ınformed of those reasons. 

Their Lordships could not accepl 
Ihe view of the Divisional Cour 
ıhat in the present case the reasons 
were obvious from the material 
prov ided lo the applicant. 

4 pravtıcal question arose as tO 
the form ın which courts making 
nvommendalions for the deport’ 
alıun of Common Market citizens 
should state their reasons so as 10 
vuomply wıth the Directive.
